When the government troops 
were 800 yards distant the insnntent 
battery opened fire from the four guns, 
firiDg 600 rounds in two hours and also 
directing a heavy machine gun and i-ifle 
ftra upon the enemy, killing and severely 
wounding many. 

"G«neral TeUes was one of the first 
wonnded. The government troops broke 
immediktely and fled in all directions. 
The insurgents had seven wonnded. 

"Steam launches postedlnear the fort 
report that no fugitivee have yet at- 
tempted to recroes to the mainland, and 
it ifl thought probable tiiat the govern- 
ment troops are entrapped and thM they 
will surrender. 

"During the skirmishes on flie shore 
fronts, during the past week, the insur- 
gents lost hve killed and 15 wounded and 
the government lost 100. It is impossi- 
ble to ascertain the exact figures.

Bnling of the Superior Court in the 
Oue Taken np From Mll- 

In aHirming the decision of the Nic lio- 
laa Chancery Court in the cafle of Bryan 
aninst the Maysville and Lexington 
Turnpike Company, the Superior Court 
says: 

''First— Under the charter of a turn- 
pike road company which provides that 
*no gate shall be erected within \ean 
than two-thirds of a mil^ of any town 
through which said road shall pass,' in 
determinins whether a gate is within 
ttie probibitied distance the measurement 
■honld be made over the road and not by 
an idr line. 

"Second— In meararing distance on a 
road the center mnit be taken ai the 
proper line. 

"Third— Under the charter of a tarn- 
pike road company authorizing the com- 
pany to erect a tollgate upon the com- 
pletion of five milea of the road and an 
additional for each additional five 
miles of road, it is not neceaMTT that the 
gates shall be precisely five mues apart, 
thougli the toll must be always propor- 
tioned according to distance. Therefore 
the Cliancfllor did ripht in this case in 
disBolvinK an injunction requiring the 
com jiany to dincontinue a new gate which 
it had erected withiu five miles ot each 
of tWOOttier ^'atcn .'' ^
